Failure of Tax Payers to 
Return Blanks Will In­ 
crease Revenue of

Because of the fact that the in­ 
come tax law' makes it compulsory 
on the assessors to double the tax 
rate on persons who fail to return 
their iucome tax blanks before April 
I, the county of La Crosse is likely 
to 
collect 
a

amount in income tax this year than 
last. 
Out of 3,a OO blanks sent out 
from the office of Income Tax Super­ 
visor J. E. Kircheig this month to 
the income tax payers of La Crosse 
and Monroe counties, but OOO have 
been filled out and returned. 
“ I do not wish to seem arbitrary 
in the collection of the income tax,” 
said Mr. Keizer today, “ but the law 
makes it compulsory on me to e n ­ 
force a penalty if the blanks are not 
filled out and returned before April 
I. 
I shall be compelled to double 
the rate of the tax payers who are 
(delinquent in making their returns.
